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LETTER I.

Dear BRornER, 

\ SHOULD think myſelf wanting in af- 

fection and gratitude, did I not favor you 
with the particulars of every thing deſerving 
notice, during the approaching Siege; but 
circumſtanced as I am, and being conſtantly 
under arms, or with working parties, many 
matters of a trifling nature, will eſcape my 
knowledge; you will therefore not expect 
this Journal to be elaborately filled with tri- 
vial daily occurrences, hut depend upon re- 
A a full. account of every tranſa ion of 
a pubſic nature; ſuch as the enemy's moti- 
ons, firings; veſlels engaged, taken, eſcaped, 
| failed, arrived; batteries erected, deſtroyed,

A council of war being held yeſterday, at Sept.

1779unanimouſly, th commence a cannonade on 
Sept. the enemy, and accordingly this morning 
(having previouſly. withdrawn our advanced 
guards from Bay Side, and Forbes's) we o- 
pened our batteries on the enemy, beginning 
at Rock Gun down to the Mole Head, em- 
ploying every gun that could poflibly bear 
upon them. An officer's lady, whom curi, 
oſity had excited to the batteries, was encou- 
raged to diſcharge the firſt gun, and having 
taken the lighted match, (with an intrepidity 
not peculiar to the ſex) Gen. Eliott, pronoun- 
ced in a true heroic ſtyle“ Britons ſtrike 
home”, and immediately every battery and 
angle bellowed with rage, and foamed with 
1 geftruction 
| At the firſt diſcharge our ſhot dropped 
ſhort; ſo that their .advanced guards had 
time to eſcape to their lines, and their pre- 
cipitate retreat almoſt occafioned a general 
laugh, to view the Dons tumbling one over 
another, as they fled from the ſhowers of 
mot. When the enemy had reached their 
lines; we gave more elevation to our guns, 
and Fort Barbara and St. Philippe 1 received a 
heavy cannonade, nor were any part of the 
Spaniſh lines neglected. As | came up the 
ſtreet about two hours after, from Water- 
port, (having been the preceding day and 
night on duty at that poſt) I could not but 
remark the timidity and fearful apprehenſion 
pictured in tes countenances of the inhabi- 
„eu, tants 
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tants, as they were held in expectation ofr97h 
as furious a return from the enemy. TheSep?. 
Jews and jeweſſes exhibited the moſt de- 
fcriptive amazement, accompanied with ſig- 
nificant ſhrugs, and eyes raiſed to the ſkies ; 
with nimble fteps they took ſhelter at the 
fouthward, leaving their houſes and effects. 
(except ſuch as were of convenient carriage) 
expoſed to the dangers that muſt have enſued 

had the enemy opened upon us. About four 

in the afternoon we began to throw ſhells 
into their forts, and the enemy who had ſe- 
cured ſome indifferent ſhelter from our ſhot, 
now found themſelves moſt inconveniently 
annoyed, as we often perceived that they 
appeared in diſorder. 

A heavy and inceſſant fire all night. The 14th 
enemy appear to be in motion, and our ex- 
pectations lead us to imagine that, about 
noon they will return the compliment. The 
fearful inhabitants, who ſheltered at the 
ſouthward, cannot be perſuaded 'to return, 
but ſeem happy in their minds, that they 
are out of the reach of the foe. "Twas ob- 
ferved to-day, that their forts have received 
fome damage from our firings. _ . | 

No return from the enemy. The uneafi- 14th-- 
neſs of the people ſeems leſs predominant, 
and they now venture to return to their ha- 
bitations in town. The enemy appear very 
buſy ; they are encamped at the foot of San- 
ta Roque, to a' great number, with ſome

they are beginning to carry faſcines and ga- 
bions to their lines, ſo that it is beyond diſ- 
pute they mean to return the fire. When 
we firſt received the account (June 21ſt) 
from General Mendoza, Commandant at 
Santa Roque, of the commencement of hoſ- 
tilities, between their Catholic and Britan- 
nic Majeſties, it occaſioned a general rumour 


in the garriſon ; the governor and officers | 
aſſembled on the Grand Parade, and every 


tongue was employed in delivering their opi- 


nions: Our advanced guards and lines were 
reinforced, and detachments of the picquets 


ſent to the weakeſt places, as we concluded 
that the enemy would endeavour to ſurprize 


the place. 


HFoſtilities being thus commenced, 'Gen. 


Eliott, with the advice of the navel com- 
. mander, iſſued letters of marque, to, ſeveral 
privateers in this port, who immediately 


went out and captured ſome ſmall prizes, 


with wine, brandy, and other neceſſaries, 


that will be much wanted: but on the 26th 
of July, Don Barcello, with two line of bat 
tle ſhi ps; two frigates, one xebec, and ſeveral 
galleys, anchored off Cabritta Point, to keep 


the port blockaded. Our cruizers were un- 
der the neceſſity of returning to the bay, and 


are now laid up, as the enemy are ever

The captain find- 
ing it impoſſible to get her off the bed of ſand 
where ſhe had run aground, and grape ſhot 
coming in a continual ſhowef from the ene- 
my, he and his crew having took out a few 
things in their hands abandoned her and came 
in at Landport. She was detached by General 
Murray from Minorca to view our ſituation,

Ge- 
neral Eliott continues to increaſe the forti- 
fications; and working parties from each 
regiment in the garriſon, are employed in 
erecting traverſes in different parts of the 
ſtreets to ſhelter the troops, and inhabitants, 
from the enemy's ſhot whenever they open 
their batteries. We have not received any 
ſupplies either from England, Portugal, 
Tangier, Tetuan or Minorca, nor has a ſhip 


apneared but the Peace and Plenty ſanding 


for the bay. The Spaniſh cruizers keep 
hovering in the Offing, We wait the arrival 
of a flzer with impatience.

Dear BROTHER. 


HE enemy luſt night fired a carcaſs into 


the privateer which run aground the 


1ſt. zoth ult. and in a few hours the was conſum- 


ed. The enemy contiuue to work, and we 
continue to fire. Proviſion is getting extra- 
vagantly dear and ſcarce: Fiſh and flour are 
the chief ſupport of the inhabitants. A ſmall 
ſtring of fiſh, (about the ſize of a large ſprat, 
eight in number, coſts five or ſix rials, up— 
wards of two ſhillings Engliſh. 

This day the bakers ſhut their doors, and 
delivered the bread thro' a wicket, protected 
by a guard, as the crowds were ſo prefling, 
that they were under the apprehenſion of 
their houſes being pulled down----the flour 
they hav2 in hand wil! not laſt, according to 
computation, more than two months. Ant, 
Smilie, a capital Genoeſe baker, afſured me, 
he had only 15 barrels of flour to ſerve him- 


felf, family, and the public. The Gover- 


nor has ordered them to bake but a ſtipulated 
quantity daily. 

It is really grievous, to ſee the fighting 
of the people for a morſel of bread, at a price 


not to be credited by thofe who never knew 


hardſhip or their country's ſervice. Men 
wreſtling, women intreating, and children 
crying, a jargon of all languages piteouſly 
pouring

ouring forth their complaints. Vou would 1779 


think ſenſibility would ſhed a tear; but yet Nov. 


when we are in equa diſtreſs ourſelves, our 
feelings for others rather ſubſide. Compaſ- 
ſion is very extenſive. but ſelf- preſcrvation 
ſhuts out all condolement. 

This diy arrived a two-decker from the 6th.

Every thing continues quiet---the enemy 19th.

MS all my letters are intended for your 
Jan. I information, I. ſhall endeavour as far 
iſt, as I am able, to give you a deſcription of 
this envied and battered Rock, which has. 
excited the whole attention of Spain and 
France. „ - 7 na 
GIBRALTAR is in 36 degrees and 7 min. 
north latitude, it projects into the ſea, and 
is in length near a league form north to ſouth, 
in breadth ifregalar from half to 4-quarters 
of a mile, its head is frequently hid in the 
clouds. The ſummit of the rock is about 
1400 feet perpendicular above the ſea. It is 
joined to the continent by a neck of low and 
deep ſand of the ſame breadth as the rock it- 
fell but which widens conſiderably towards 
the Spaniſh lines. This iſthmus is near 
league in length and with the oppoſite coal 
of Spain, forms a noble and ſafe bay 8 miles 
over. 
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faces the E. from thence to the Mooramh- 
Caſtle it fronts the N. forward as far as the 
ſignalhouſe the N W it then takes a turn and 
continues to Europa point, due 8. On ac- 
count of this oblique ſituation When you 
approach the town from the inundation you 
can ſce no further of the rock than the 


Mooriſh Caſtle, and even in town your ſight 


1s bounded by the old Mooriſh wallſ called by 
ſome Charles the fifths] After you have paſ- 
{ed ſouthport gate, and got upon the red 
lands, the town is hid from you, and all the 
hill to the N. of the ſignal houſe. The 
back of the hill is ſcalped and inacceſſible, 
and this particular circumſtance ſorms its 
chief ſtrength. The head of the rock is 
almoſt perpendicular, and compoſed of white 
ſtone which is burnt fog lime.
